Pair defend Knoblock contract 


Grear and Altman blast 
consultant plan criticism 


‘Two ofrthe three Belle Glade city commissioners who decided last 

week to retain resigned City Manager George Knoblock as a 
part-time consultant, lashed out Wednesday at criticism of their 
action. 

Both Mayor William Grear and Commissioner Tom Altman said 
they couldn't understand why Commissioners Aubrey Farmer and 
Kenneth Harris, both absent at the June 30 special session, had 

"lasted. their decision. 

Grear and Altman, along with Commissioner Ralph Кик, 
urected attorney John Bakér during the special meeting to draw 
«p a contract with Knoblock which would allow Knoblock to be 
paid an hourly wage based on his salary for working on several 
specific projects. 

Grear and Altman said they hadn't personally discussed the 
matter with Farmer and Harris. They criticized remarks to the

It was enough to makè a body stand up and cheer 
when the word came through about the commando 
rai on Uganda that freed the 103 hostages 
held in that African country with the apparent-help 
of Idi Amin's army. 

We don't mean cheer for a raid on a foreign 
sovereign nation or for the loss of life. In 
themselves, neither of those acts are exactly 
cheerful. 

But it is nice to know that at Іеав ‘one country in 
the world (maybe the only one) still has the 
intelligence to realize there is only one effective 
answer to terrorism, kidnapping and hijacking...and 
the gumption to give that answer.

It just doesn't make sense to kidnap someone 
when you know you're not going to get a payoff, 
that hostages don't bring any reward but the 
forfeiture of your own life. 

We grieve for the three hostages and the 
commando who died in Saturday night's raid on 
Entebbe Airport but for the rest...the seven 
hijackers and Idi Amin sowed the wind and reaped 
an Israeli whirlwind. 


Death penalty 


While it may be nothing to exult about, the U.S. 
Supreme Court can be given credit for their action 
last week in confirming the death penalty. 

Taking the life of another human being should 
never be celebrated but there are times when it's 
necessary. The Florida Legislature saw it; law 
enforcement officers and judges across the nation 
always knew it and a majority of the American 
people became convinced of it over the last ten 


years. 

A Gallup poll in 1966 indicated a minority of only 
42 per cent of the Americans favored using the 
death penalty to punish criminals. Another poll last. 
month showed 65 per cent favored the use of death 
as punishment. , 

When one considers that over that same period of 
time, murders in the United States jumped from 
fewer than 8,000 per year to more than 21,000 last 
year, it isn't too hard to understand why. 

With statistics like that staring them in the face, 
it became awfully difficult for opponents of capital 
punishment to declare death is no deterrent. 

Besides, as has been pointed out many times in 
recent years, if death is no deterrent to crime, why 
should people like convicted murderer Charles W. 
Proffitt be trying so hard to have the death penalty 
declared unconstitutional. 

Some people call the death penalty barbaric, some 
call it immoral, some call it sinful and some call it 
unethical.. Those are moot points but it is effective.

Emergency Medical Services 


in Rural Florida 


The need for Emergency 
Medical Services (EMS) in 
Florida has been recognized 
for some time and is espec- 
tally critical in rural Florida 
where the possibility of dy- 
ing enroute to a hospital 
from an automobile accident 
їз about four times greater 
than in urban areas. The 
reasons for this higher risk 
rate are the greater distan- 
ces, lack of trained person- 
nel and lack of properly 
equipped ambulances. 


But all this is changing in 
Florida. In 1973. the state le- 
wislature passed the EMS 
Act establishing mandatory 
taining requirements for 
ambulance personnel, am- 
bulance design and equip- 
ment specifications. Since 
the passage of this law there 
have been vast improve- 
ments made in rural EMS 
programs. Although the dis- 
tances still rema .i the same, 
the well trained personnel 
and the modernly equipped 
vehicles are rapidly redu- 
cing death rates from acci- 
dents, especially in rural 
areas. 


To stimulate this improve- 
ment d EMS systems in 
Florida, the State of Florida 
has made available grant 
funds to counties on a 50-50 
matching basis. Seventy 
percent of this grant money 
has been awarded to coun- 
ties with populations of less 
than 50,00. Some of the 
counties which have re- 
ceived these funds are Jack- 
son, Hendry, Glades, Suwi 
nee, Santa Rosa, Ockeecho- 


bee, Highlands, Flagler and 
Baker. 

A Mobile Ambulance 
Demonstration & Training 
Team (MADTT), which be- 
gan in 1974 under the spon- 
sorship of the Florida HRS 
Health Program Office, the 
Florida Regional Medical 
Program. and the Gover- 
nor's Highway Safety Pro- 
gram, has played a critical 
role in EMS improvement 
throughout Florida.

apply to the Sunshine State 
and duck shooting rather than 
goose hunting, the basic message 
should be included in the book 
of all hunters regardless of their 
location. 

We're in the off-season now, 
the time when hunters look to 
the future and the past and 
wish for better days. Sure, fox 
and raccoon hunting seasons are 
still open, but, for most hunters 
in most areas, hunting is for 
now a matter of memory and 
imagination. It’s a good time 
to think about what we do and 
how we do it, for our conduct 
afield and the attitude of the 
public toward us because of it 
may well play an important 
role in the future of hunting. 

When a fellow picks up his 
trusty. gun and heads for the 
hunting grounds, he is obliged 
to obey two kinds of law. One 
is written law that governs sea- 
sons, bag limits and hunting 
methods. But abiding by the 
written law is not enough. It's 
the code of honor that the hun- 
(€f imposés on himself that de-

Again, the hunter 
who bangs away at ducks up in 
the stratosphere is within the 
written law all right but way 
out of bounds by any honorable 
standard. In both these cases, 
the odds against a clean kill is 
the first obligation of anyone 
who looks at game over a gun 
barrel. 


The ethical hunter under- 
stands that he will receive from 
the hunt in direct proportion 
to his investment of care, know- 
ledge and respect. He may not 
fill his limit, but he knows that 
one bird or animal taken fairly 
and honorably is better than 
many brought to bag unfairly 
He knows that how he hunts is 
more important than how much 
game he shoots. 


And while the nonhunting 
public may never approve en- 
tirely of even. the ethical hun- 
ter, the public is at least likely 
to tolerate him. The irrespon- 
sible and the outlaw are no lon- 
ger tolerated by the public, and 
as long as they remain a part of 
the hunting scene, we will all 
suffer by association. 
Conservation laws and hunt- 
ing ethics are two sides of the 
same coin. . We have known for 
a long time that, Without regu- 
lation and conservation, hunt- 
ing would disappear. We know. 
now that without dedication to

PHILADEI.PHIA, July 3, 1776-During a 
session punctuated with political drama inside and 
lightning and thunder outside, delegates to the 
Continental C ongress yesterday cast votes of 12 out 
of 13 colonies in favor of independence from 
England: New York abstained. 

"Yesterday, the greatest question was decided, 
which ever was debated in America and a greater, 
perhaps, never was nor will be'decided among men," 
John Adams of Massachusetts has written in a 
letter to his wife, Abigail, this morning. 

“The second day of July, 1776," Adams writes, 
“will be the m ost memorable epocha іп the history 
of America. I am apt to believe that it will be 
celebrated by succeeding generations as the great 
anniversary F estival. 

“It ought to" be commemorated, as the day of 
deliverance, by solemn acts of devotion to God 
Almighty. It ought to be solemnized with pomp 
and parade, with shows, games, sports, bells, 

, from one end of this continent to the other, 
from this time forward, forevermore.” 

More than any other delegate, Adams was 
responsible for the nearly unanimous approval of 
the resolution for independence first introduced 
June 7 by Richard Henry Lee of Virginia. The 
stocky lawyer argued mightily against moderates 
when sharp debate on the resolution was resumed 
two days ago in the oven-like heat of the, State 
House Assem bly Room. 

Testily, Ad ams discounts the debates of July 1 as 
“an idle misp ence of time, for nothing was said but 
what bad been repeated and hackneyed in that 
room before, a hundred times, for six months past." 

Thomas Jefferson of Virginia disagrees with 
Adams’ evalu ation of his own efforts, insisting that 
the Massachusetts man “came out occasionally 
with a power of thought and expression that moved 
us from our seats." 

Tall, spare John Dickinson, once considered а

radical for his Letters from a Farmer in 
Pennsylvania speaking out against British 
oppression, led the opponents of independence. It 


would, said the Pennsylvania delegate, be “like 
destroying our house in winter...before we have got 
another shelter,” 

Dickinson acknowledged that his position is 
unpopular. “Му conduct this day I expect will give 
the finishing blow to my popularity. Yet I had 
rather forfeit popularity forever than vote away the 
blood and happiness of my countryment. 

му nine colonies approved-the independence 
resolution on July 1. New York absta ined. South 
Carolina opposed it. The two Delaware delegates 
present in Philadelphia were divided for and 
against. The seven-man Pennsylvania delegation 
Cast four votes in favor of independence, three 
against. Then Edward Rutledge of South Caroline 
proposed another vote be taken yesterday. 

South Garolina switched to the affirmative. 
Delegate Caesar Rodney made a dramatic 80-mile 
horseback ride all night through a thunderstorm to 
break the Délaware-tie in favor of independence. 
John Dickinson and Robert Morris purposely 
absented them selves so that their delegations could 
vote three to two and align Pennsylvania with the 


majority: 
Today the delegates are poring over a Declaration 
of Independence drafted by the 33-year-old 


Jefferson. It is one thing to vote a country free. It is 
another to ex plain why to the world. The delegates 
are reportedly weighing every word atid phrase as 
Jefferson winces at the process, which, mercifully, 
may be.completed by tomorrow. 

Tomorrow, also, the United Colonies will have а 
new name which appears at the top of Jefferson's 
document; “'A Declaration by the Representatives 
of the UNITED STATES OF AMERICA in 
General Congress assembled.” 

‚ But yesterday, according to Mr. John Adams, 
will be most memorable in the history of America. 
And July 2 will be commemorated forevermore as 
the "great ай niversary Festival." `

Domestic disa ppearance of soybean meal and.oil;has 
been expanding rapidly. Domestic use of soybean 
meal is estimated at 13.9 million tons compared. to 
11.3 in 1974-75. Domestic use of soybean oil is 
placed at 7.8 billion pounds compared to 6.5 billion 
last year. Meal exports may reach 4.5 million tons 
for 1975-76 compared with 3.9 million last season, 
while soybean oil'exports are estimated at 90 million 
pounds, about 100 million below last year.’ With 
Planting near completion, farmers have reséedad 
some abandoned cotton fields with soybeans and 
also have turned to soybeans following the small 
grain harvest. Soybean production is forecast at 
1,521 billion bushels or 41.4 million tons By!ithe 
USDA.

An increased corn acreage survey made buyers 
sensitive to prices since the potential for a crop of 
dose to 6.4 billion bushels (or more) would not 
support $3 per bushel corn.

““Вешаге of Loan Sharks” d

At some point in nearly 
everyone's life he or she is in 
the position to need ready 
cash, often in the form of a 
loan. 

There are as many differ- 
ent types of loans as there 
are sources. Types of loans 
range from singlepayment 
loans to installment loans to 
long-term loans. The type of 
loan you choose often de- 
pends on the purpose of the 
loan plus your ability to re- 
pay it. 

For whatever reason you 
take out a loan, you have to 
pay back not only the loan 
but the interest charges as 
well For this reason you 
should be doubly selective 
about your loan source. 

Naturally you will want to 
check a variety of places, 
paying particular attention 
to the interest rates. Before 
making a decision visit a 
bank, mortgage company, a 
consumer finance company 
or any reputable financial 
institution. Compare pay- 
ment plans and interest 
rates. 

Before any institution can 
loan money they must be 1+ 
censed by the state. For 
example, consumer finance 
companies, all licensed by 
thestate, can loan up to $2500 
ona graduated interest scale 
not to exceed 30 on 
the first $300. pm 

What you want to avoid 
when borrowing money is 
what is commonly referred 
to as a "loan shark". These 
individuals do not opegly ad- 
vertise their service since 
they are not licensed by the 
state. 


Loan sharks gen 
prey on desperate, innocent, 
and often uninformed 
who need money ina 
andare unable to get it from 
a licensed institution. , The 
shark's key business -prac- 
tice'is to charge usurious 
rates for money and then 
threaten punishment if the 
Nir is not on sche-

bids the collecting of debts 
by violent means, loan 
sharking continues to Бега 
multi-billion dollar business 


Typically a loan shark will 
charge anywhere from 500 to 
2600 per cent annual interest 
rate. For example, the indi- 
vidual may agree to loan you 
$10.00, then five to seven 
days later Һе or she would 
demand $13.00 to $15.00 in re- 
payment. 

Some other characteristics 
which make a loan shark 
easy to spot include: 

(1) Failure to display his 
or her state license promi- 
nently; 

(2) Dating a loan prior to 
the time you receive the 


money; 

(3) Asking you to sign the 
papers before the figures are 
filled in; 

(4) Requiring more than 
one note for a loan. 

M you should encounter 
such a business person; 
report it to your local State 
Attorney's office or the State 
Comptroller immediately, 
Loan sharking is a crime, 
both costly and dangerous.
